ship the weather for tha lsat few days haa 
made it: anything but pleasant sailing. 
Against the discomfort we can set a ploa- 
sent, cheerfa) patty in those spirits always 
caused by being ‘on service,’ and what 
with a good library on board, singlesticks 
with Horton, backgammon, chess and lots 
of chnf, to say nothing of the very good 
feeding, I for one got throagh tho day 
pleasantly enowtgh, Oar companion, the 
John Adam, with the sappers on board, i 
a miserable mailer, and obliges us constant- 
fy to take in sail and keops us back terri- 
tty. This evening wo had a glorious pull 
in the ship's boat to the John, lying about 
two andwbalé miles on our starboard 
quarter, We remained on board for 
a few winutes, and pulled back

The 
fruits of the place are said to be delicious, 
particularly the mangosteen, which, how- 
ever, is notnow in season, We luxuria- 
ted, nevertheless, in pine-apples, which 
were finer and better fiivoured than any I 
had ever tasted in India. We relurnod on 
board at sunset, much gratified with our 
day’s amusement and the unbounded 
civility of the inbabjtants, both civil and 
military, Amongat other civilities, the 
Resident, Mr Gesling, placed at our dis- 
potal the Stadt House, a noble building 
capable of accommodating a dozen families. 
By the bye, I must not omit to mention 
that the British rasidents have established 
a newspaper, but it appeared to me as a 
very ‘ Little Pedlington’ kind of affair.

FIRS IMTRESSIONS OF CHINA, 


The enil from the Grand Ladrone was 
delightful. We passed succession of 
inlonds on cach side of us without the 
slightest appearanao of re} tation upon 
them. hoy presented a bold rooky front 
to the waves. Tho coast of Ohina, too, had 
much the same appearsnco; and the feclings 
of interest with which I viewed it, as being 
the land which may yot prove the scone of 
many a bloody strife and fierce contention, 
added not a Little to the excitement osused 
by tho first sight of a strange land that I 
had often Jonged to ase, but which, io my 
wildost dreams, was'a gratification I never 
anticipated, 


At 11 am. weighed and stood out for 
Capsingmoon Harbour, whare we arrived 
at2 p.oo. This is o beautiful little Har- 
hour, completely landlocked, end sur- 
rounded, or nearly so, by a rango of hills, 
There is, howevor, as for aa T have yet seon, 
nothing to diatingnish Chineso from Indion 
acenery. Found H. M. ships Druid (44), 
Volage (28) and Byucinth (18), borides & 
con of vessels, atauggiers and otvers, 
tying in harbour. Smuggling ig abill car-' 
tied on, and I remarked a little schooner 
carrying 10 gans put out to sea. Hor owner 
told me sha catried 300 chests of opium, 
and would fight ker way up the rivor in 
spito of all resistance. A few days ago & 
echooner somewhat similarly atmed was 
attacked by the mandatius io their war 
junke, but sho fought hor way up, 
standiag that sho had _ono half of her craw 
killed or wounded. This is all downright 
piracy, ond it isan idle oxcuse to say t at 
the mandarins wink at it, Truo, many of 
them do. 

20th June.—Brought over Capt. Smith, 
of the Volage, and Brown to Macao, Took 
thres and & quarter houra to get over, 
Called up eevoral of tho merchants 5 dined 
with Kerr. In the evening went out with 
Drysdale, Visited the Inner Harbour and 
Chinese temple and wont all ovor the place. 
Tho houses ate largo and commodions, and 
the place fs of considerable strength, We 
went toa whist party at Mr Burns’; there 
were about twenty psoplo there, had a 
splendid champagno supper The British 
residents here certainly live in magnificent 
style. Much excitement prevails in conse- 
quence of the expected arrival of the fleat. 

23rd June.—Went ashore, Blockade 
proclamation published. Went back to 
the Wellesley with Elliot, &., and then to 
Macao again. 


24th Juno,—Another cruisa tu the flag- 
ship, which sailed for Chusan, ond then 
we anchored in Maceo Roads. Went 
ashoro. British residents much disguated 
at the departure of the Hest without doing 
anything; considerable excitement pre- 
vailing. ‘The Obinese ore said to be maroh- 
ing troops to Macao, in whieh casp the 
English inhsbitants may fare badly, At 3 
p-m, weighed, and cams over to Oapsing- 
moon, I am now more than dalf of the

28th Jane.—Tho Volage and Hyacinth, 
which had put out, signalled the Admiral. 


29:h Juno.—Weipghed avchor, and at 
11.30 a.m. camo alongside H.M.S, Melville, 
carryisg the flsg of Reor- admiral Elliot, 
in company with Blonde and Pylades Went 
into Macao. In the evening left again 
with Elliot on board. 


30th Jone.—Meluille, &c., got under 
weigh. We parted company with her

GOLD AND SILVER. 
Mr George Canning Hill contributes 9 
poper to s Now York jouraal of which the 
Literary Digest gives tho following sum- 


mary :— 

Those who, from. intersst or ignoranco, 
set up a concerted .ontery for “sound 
monoy, would have us think that gald- 
only 4 that monoy; and their constant 
allegation in support of their worship of 
gold is that it possesses an almost unvary- 
ing-valne which entitles it to the exclusive 
name of standerd. But the most carscry 
reviow of the facts ‘of monotary history 
shows the fallacy of such an assumption. 
Gold appreciates atid depreciates as well a8 
silver. Silver will’ to-day bring oa much 
er onuoe of the commedities as it ever 
did. It is gold that has appreciated in 
consequence of legislation favorable to it, 
snd because its annual production ie steadi- 
ly diminishing in tho face of an increasing 
competition among civilized nations for its 
possession. 

So to say that silver ia xo longer ‘ honest 
money,’ equally with gold, simply because 
it has dome under the ban of lagislative 
conspiracy, accomplishing ite selfish ends

But that ie not the 
foshion of the argument with the oreditor 
dynusty ; they do not care to pall the wool 
over that eye. 

A carefal comparison of the purchasing 
power of gold and.silver will show that both 
havo appreciated in relation lo commodi- 
ties generally ; the Iatter io comparatively 
small measure, the former immenzely and 
ruinously, The resson for tho. great 
change in tho relation of tha two motals is 
obviously that: one of them, silver, has by 
mistakan and piischievons legislation been 
deprived of its legal-tender function. 

And if gold, equally with silver, rises and 


falls, appreciates and dopreciates, why is it 
any moro sound and honest money than 


of the past there wero no whites there who 
yrould do the work, they could easily be 
snoouraged to go there from here. (Hear, 
hear.) . 

The Troasurer—I should be sorry for any 
white men doing physical work there, 

Mr Solomon objected to hastily formed 
opinions by globe-trotting Mivistors, who 
thought that aftor two or three weeks’ ex- 
perience they knew more than permanent 
residents, Perhaps the Treasurer ate too 
muoh there,.

When silver was demonelized in 1873 
colton brought 16.4 cents per pound, in 
1889 it brought 9.9 cents per pound, 
shawing a clear loss of $227,500,009 
on tho yield of tho yosr which was 
8,600,000,0.0 pounds.
